INBUNAPOUS, Ind., July 26.—The 
first decisions ever rendered under the 
Nicholson temperance law were given 
by Judge McCray, of the criminal 
court, yesterday in the cases of the 
state against Philip Zaph, who runs ä 
restaurant 
in connection with his 
saloon, which he refused to close on 
Sunday, and Sam Binnen, who refused 
to cease operating a musical instru- 
ment in his saloon. The cases were 
intended to be made test cases under 
the law, and arguments were presented 
to show that the law is unconstitu- 
tional, in that the law is indefinite and 
against common right. Judge McCray 
rendered his decision in both cases 
yesterday, holding that the law comes 
under the general power conferred 
upon the legislature to make and en- 
force police regulations and is constitu- 
tional. It is underetood that the cases 
will be appealed to the supreme court. 


OPINION IN FÜLL 


The opinion of Judge McCray in full 
is as follows: ä ^ 


"Counsel for defendant assails the 
validity of the act of the general assem- 
bly approved March 11,1895 (acts 1895, 
page 248), for many reasons, first of 
which reasons is that the title of the 
act does not embrace the subject mat- 
ter es set out in sections 2 and 3 of 
said act—referring to licenses—that 
the title of the act is 'to regulate and 
restrict' the sale of intoxicating liquors 
and has no reference to the subject of 
licenses,' and is therefore repugnant to 
section 19, article 4, of the constitution 
of the state of Indiana, which provides 
that 'every act shall embrace but one 
subject and matters properly connected 
therewith; which subject shall be ex- 
pressed in the title.' 
Counsel insists 
that the word 'license' should be in- 
serted in the enacting clause, and 
should be embraced in the title before 
the sub^'ect of license can be a matter 
of legislation in the body of the act. 


"In this view the court does not con- 
cur. The title of the act is 'An act to 
better regulate and restrict the sale of 
intoxicating liquors and the section of 
the constitution /eferred to declares 
that every act shall embrace but one 
subject and znalters properly connected 
therev^ith. The question of license is 
certainly a matter properly connected 
with the regulation and restriction of 
the sale ef intoxicating liquors, but if 
the section of the constitution in ques- 
tion did not contain the clause, 'and 
matters properly connected therewith,' 
but should read thus, 'every act shall 
embrace but one subject, which subject 
shall be expressed in the title,' then it 
is my opinion that the act in question 
would conform to and satisfy the con. 
stitutionai requirement and that the 
act embraces but one subject, because 
in their relation to the liquor traffic— 
the subject of this legislation—the two 
words— restrict 
and 
license —are 
synonymous 
and 
interchangeable 
terms. Indeed, to restrict is to license, 
for if it were not for the law licensing 
the sale and restricting the right to sell 
t > such persons only as are licensed 
and such only as comply with the law 
in obtaining a license, then every per- 
son could sell at will, but by establish- 
ing a license system the business is 
properly restricted to a few persons 
only who possess the necessary qualifi- 
cations prescribed by law. 


"In my judgment, the law bearing 
upon the subject of license as ex- 
pressed in sections 2 and 3, is not re 
pugnant to that clause of the constitu- 
tion requiring the subject to be ex- 
pressed in the title, when the title of 
the act is to regulate and restrict the 
sale of intoxicating liquors. It is also 
contended by the defendant that the 
proviso in section 2 has no application 
to a license held under the law of 1895. 
The liquor traffic is always a matter of 
legislative control and where a license 
is granted it is in the nature of a per- 
mit, and on the following day may be 
subject to a modification by the legisla- 
ture. The legislature cannot remove 
it from police regulation. The traffic 
in [intoxicating liquors is fraught with 
danger to society and the right of the 
state, after a license has once been 
granted, to inipose additional restric- 
tions upon the grantee during the con- 
tinuance of such license is inherent in 
the state and cannot be parted with 
and all licenses are accepted and re- 
ceived by the applicants with this 
burden upon them, so, if the defendant 
in question is operating under a license 
issued prior io the enactment of the 
law of 1895 and the provisions in the 
law of 1895, imposing additional re- 
strictions, having application in ex- 
pressed terms to all persons holding 
license brings the defendant, under 
his old license,"clearly within the pale 
of the new law and subjects him to all 
its provisions. 


"It is insisted that as the defendant's 
license does not expire for some period 
of time in the future that, therefore, if 
he desires to carry on some other busi- 
ness that he cannot comply with the 
provision of section 2, requiring him to 
set out in his application for a license 
the kind of business which he intends 
or expects to carry on in connection 
with his saloon, as his license has not 
yet expired and he could cot obtain a 
new license UQtil his present license 
expires. Upon this point the court is 
of the opinion tbnt H is not pertinent 
to this c&se; that the charge in this in-

ated a certain musical instrument, com- 
monly called a music box. it will be 
observed that the question of defend- 
ant's making music and keeping musi- 
cal instruments is in the body of section 
2 and not in the proviso and therefore 
absolutely prohibited and as the court 
considers it, it was the intention of the 
legislature to prevent musical instru- 
ments from being kept in saloons and 
also to prohibit music from being given 
in such places as one of the restrictions 
upon the business, and that the posi- 
tion of the defendant that he is unable 
to petition the board for the privilege 
of keeping such instruments is not 
tenable, because if his petition was 
duly filed and presented 11 the board 
of,commissioners it would have no 
authority to grant him the right to 
music, as the same is prohibited by sec- 
tion 2. It is therefore unnecessary to 
negative the proposition in the indict- 
ment that he kept such instruments 
without first having obtained a license 
to do so. 


"Counsel also contends that as the 
law defines the kind of a room in which 
lawful sales are to be made and that as 
musical instruments and music are 
prohibited therein that if he kept a 
room with such instruments or music 
then he would be liable for unlawful 
selling, and should be indicted for 
making unlawful sales because he is 
selling in an unlawful room or place. 
The court does not concur in this view 
for the reason that the keeping of the 
instruments or the music is in no way 
under the law connected with the sell- 
ing and that the defendant keeping 
such instruments or making such music 
might be liable under the law prohibit- 
ing the same, even though he never 
made a sale at all, and it would not be 
secessary for the stat« to make a case 
of selling in order to enforce the statute 
prohibiting the custody and use of 
musical instruments in his place of 
business. 


"It is insisted that Section 2 of the 
statute is repugnant to the constitution 
because it invades the right of a citizen 
to conduct a business that is not a sub- 
ject of police regulation when carried 
on in connection with a saloon. 
It is 
contended that every man may carry 
on the business of keeping grocery, or, 
indeed, any kind of merchandise' with- 
out being a subject of police regulation 
and that the law will not prohibit a 
man from 
keeping 
his 
stoie 
containing such merchandise 
open 
at all hours, both day and night, 
aud to deny the saloon keepor who 
has such legitimate business the same 
right as his rival to thus keep his 
legitimate business open at all hours 
is a law conferring special privileges 
upon his rival and denying him that 
equal protection of the law, which the 
constitution guarantees. This has been 
argued with much force, but the court 
cannot concur in the view thus ex- 
pressed by defendant's counsel. The 
whole subject of this legislation is the 
liquor traffic and not such other busi- 
ness as the defendant may see fit to 
carry on therewith; indeed, the sale of 
liquors, so far as this law is concerned, 
is the principal business and such other 
business is a mere incident to such buF- 
iness of selling liquors and all legisla- 
tion bearing upon the principal busi- 
ness must likewise operate upon the 
incident. It makes no difierence which 
is the greater—-the sale of liquors or 
such other business connected there- 
with—the object of this legislation is 
to deal with the traffic in liquors and 
to restrict it within such limits as io 
keep it constantly within the power of 
police regulation that it may be the 
least harmful to society, and to hold 
that the exercise of this important 
function 
of 
government 
may be 
thwarted by attaching thereto some 
other business, not subject to police 
regulation, 
and thereby 
draw the 
traffic of intoxicating liquors from un- 
der police control would be to divest 
the state of one of its chief attributes 
of government to which this court can- 
not assent.

compartments of the steamship, and as 
a consequence they turned dark when 
exposed to the air. The present goods, 
he assured the prospective 
buyers, 
were in better shape. The second lot 
of plums, shipped by Stroper, of San 
Jose, sold at 8». 9d, per 
case. 
The Crawford peaches, packed by the 
National Fruit company, of Riverside, 
sold recently at 83, 9d. Here the sale 
languished, but Mr. White, the auc- 
tioneer, urged the[crowd to buy, saying 
that the last lot of fruit was picked too 
soon, and that the present lot was of a 
better size. Under this stimulus, Mr. 
White sold ten cases of pears packed 
by Sol. Runyon, of Courtland, which 
fetched 9s per case. Then he auc- 
tioned ofi^ an extra lot of pears picked 
by H. Mayers, of Riversjde. They 
brought 13s per case. The buyer in- 
formed a reporter of the Associated 
press that the fruit was of a better 
quality than the last consignment. 
Still they did not think that more 
meney can be made with the American 
fruit than fresh fruit. <The best lot 
sold was fifty cases of pears packed by 
the National Fruit company, which 
fetched 14» per case.

ST. LOUIS DEMOCRArS. 


Central Committee Splits on the <ines- 


tion of Primaries. 


ST. LOUIS, July 26—The democratic 
city central committee has split on the 
question of primaries for the selection 
of delegates to the state silver conven- 
tion, to be held at Pertle Springs on 
August 8. 
Ten of the twenty-eight 
committeemen refuse to participate in 
the primaries. 
A long declaration, 
signed by the ten mentioned, has been 
presented, protesting against the action

resented by these dissenters, unless the 
free silverites place them in the field. 


Seizure of liog^wood Boats. 


MOBILE Ala., July 26.—A newspaper 
from Beliza, British Honduras, brings 
the first news of the seizure, on Bacalar 
Lagoon, Hondur river, the dividing 
line between Honduras and Yucatan, 
of two logwood boats and a quantity of 
logwood belonging to British subjects. 
The seizure was made by a Mexican 
war vessel for alleged violation of 
police regulations. In leaving those 
waters on July 15 the war vessel passed 
between two islands 
belonging to 
Great Bcitain, and therefore passed 
through British territ.irial waters. The 
question raised is whether this act can 
be justified.

TWO of the Sullivan county locals have 
expected President Purcell to call out 
the Clinton miners and are working 
under a special agreement and declare 
a general strike throughout the state. 
They notified the president that in the 
event of his refusal they would de- 
mand his resignation, together with 
that of Secretary Kennedy, 
The presi" 
dent refused and there is much specu 
lation as to what the outcome will be. 


It was learned late last night that 
the action of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois railroad in forcing the Clinton 
Lock operators to reduce the price of 
mining by failure to furnish cars had 
been reported to Governor Matthews, 
and that the executive had given the 
miners assurance that he would take 
official action in the matter. 
The Chi- 
cago anti Eastern Illinois is accused of 
having taken the course complained of 
for the purpose of forcing the miners to 
accept the fifty-one cent scale. 


IIÎARQUBTTE, Mich., July 26.—The ore 
trimmers of this city are sending dele 
gâtions to the striking miners at 
Isphemingand Negaunee to persuade 
them to allow the steam shovels to 
work and thus get out the ore now on 
stock pile, but so far without success. 
By refusing to allow ore already mined 
to be shipped, the strikers are simply 
letting that much ore from other 
ranges displace ore from the Mar- 
quette, and thus reducing the passible 
amount of employment for themselves 
in the future. Meanwhile, the strikers 
not only makes idle the miners them- 
selves, but also the trainmen, dockmen 
and trimmers, who handle the ore on 
its way to market. The harbor here is 
practically 
deserted, save by a few 
vessels bringing in coal and taking out 
lumber.

Is a Criminal Monster. 


The career of H. H. Holmes, now 
coming to light by the telegrams 
in T H E SKKTINBL each day conceraing 
his crimes, is one of the most remark 
able records of criminal depravity that 
imagination could conceive. 
A man of 
good addrees, educated at Ann Arbor, 
he seems to have deliberately entered 
upon a life of unscrupulous and atro 
cious crime. 
Not yet thirty years of 
age, he is known to be guilty of al- 
most, if not quite, all the crimes known 
to hupianity, from theft to deliberate 
murder. 


His criminal career is thus given by 
the Kansas City Star: 
"His first at- 
tempt to defraud insurance companies 
was by the use of unindentified bodies 
representing them to be the bodies of 
persons who were heavily insured. 
In 
two instances he secured bodies from 
medical colleges and had them identi 
fied as hisown while he remained in 
hiding until his assistants had collected 
the amount of the policies he had pre 
viously taken out on his own life. Sue 
cessful in these frauds, his next 
step 
waiB to take out policies on the lives of 
others and then murder them and col 
lect the insurance. 
It is believed that 
he has committed at least eight mur- 
ders in that way. 
Two girls disappear- 
ed mysteriously froin Chicago two years 
ago and it now appears that 
Holmes 
F ecured about $80,000 on their lives.

family named Pietzel joined him in his 
schemes. A heavy insurance was taken 
on the life of the father of the family 
with the "understandirig that a corpse 
should be secured and represented to

PietfceVs.

The primitive inhabitants and the 
original owners of the territory that 
now constitutes this union of states, 
the Indians, happy in the freedom of 
their untutored condition, have been 
robbed or cheated out of the broad 
forests which were once theirs by right 
of original occupancy; their numbers 
reduced from millions to thousands by 
the destructive arts of war of the white 
men who came from the old world ;

of the invaders from the Atlantic coast, 
step by step and year by year, across the 
continent, until now the few thousands 
of them that are left in'the territory al- 
lotted to them in the far west are the 
last remnants of a race which is rapidly, 
very rapidly, disappearing forever, and 
soon by the majestic rivers and in the 
depths of the solitary woods the feeble 
sons of the bow and arrow will be seen 
no more. 


Eight or wrong, such has been and 
such is the history of the red mati. 
Justly or unjustly, he has been de 
prived of the ownership of the new 
world. 
The Saxon came. His conquer- 
ing foot trod the vast doiùaîn 
irôm 
shore to shore. 
The weaker racé with- 
ered from his presence. 
They sunk 
and failed. 
The prairies, the forests, 
and the hunting grounds of their an- 
cestors aire theirs no haore. The cypress 
and the hemlock 
are singing their 
requiem. 
And now, because, it is Eaid, 
they are violating the game laws of a 
western state, the nation's regular army 
is called out to shoot them down. Such 
are civilization's methods. 
Are they 
right? 
Have not the Indians suffered 
sufficiently at the hands of the whité 
man? 
Must they be exterminated, be 
made to disappear from the, earth for- 
ever, because they stand in thé way of 
civilization's march? 
It seems so, and, 
in the logic of events, the last chapter 
in the history of the red men of North 
America will soon be written. 
What 
that history would have been had the 
Caucasian, 
with his whisky, 
never 
come among them, it is hard to tell. 
It is certaiti, however, that had the dis- 
coverers' vessels never ¿rossed 
the 
ocean from the old worid to thé new 
the Indians today would have been as 
numerous in North America as the 
whites now are and they Would have 
been happy in their untutored wáy oí 
lining. 


Whenever the two races meet, the 
Indians will still get the worst ot it, as 
inevitahly as at every previous stage of 
history, and when pushed beyond fen- 
durance they will fight. 


The Bannocks havë been reasonably 
quiet since 1878, when General Miles 
was obliged to discipline them. 
Théy 
were given a reservation in Wyoming, 
where there was still game to hunt, 
and they have generally kept to them- 
selves. 
But ganiie continues to grow 
scarce, and whité settlers, hunters and 
cattle rangers continue to encroach 
upon the hunting grounds. 
Whether 
the Indians have been off their reser- 
vation or whether the whites have 
been on it, it is evident that the pres- 
ent collision is one of those that ought 
not to occur, but that nevertheless do 
and will occur, and always with the 
same results. 


The sympathy of humane people is 
with the Indians, but syinpathy will 
not save them. 
We may protest that 
in the territory still left for him he 
ought to be allowed to live in peace; 
but it is not 
possible. 
Scattered 
through thé country, as individuals or 
in small cornmunities, there is room for 
all the Indians remaining in the west, 
but no considerations of abstract right 
will long retain, for separate and inde- 
pendent tribes, the ownership of tracts 
of country desired by the stronger 
race that is steadily advancing against 
them. 


This is the hard fact that makes 
futile all epeculations as to the cause of 
the present trouble or where the blame 
should rest. 
We may assume that the 
Indians were not the aggressors, and 
still the fact remains thAt they are 
threatening the lives and [ property ot 
the citizens of Wyoming and for that 
there is but the one old remedy, the 
carbines of the cavalry. 


After the Bannocks and Shoshones 
have been reduced to subjection, they 
will probably be compelled to move on 
again and we shall have peace for a 
little while longer. 
But history will go 
on repeating itself to the end.

of Jim Ballard, has started north to 
waid the seat of trouble. 
If these In 
dians reach the belligerents in the Fall 
River valley before the troops get there 
and they undoubtedly will, the result 
may be disastrous. 
Ballard's band 
composed of the worst element of the 
Bannocks, a tribe that in the general 
run itì bad enough, for they are as a 
rule lazy, shiftless, 
fighting 
Indians 
This particular lot, however, arò the 
restless spirits of the tribe, always 
ready 
for 
a 
quarrel, 
even 
in 
times 
of 
peace, 
and 
in 
the pres- 
ent 
excitement 
it 
would 
require 
much less leaven than these fifty turi) 
ulëht braves to stir to an intensé pitch 
the already excited gathering at Fall 
River. 
Thé authorities at the Bannock 
agency have all along been congratu 
lating themselves that Ballard and his 
gaúg Were not at the seat of troublé.

O'Brien Received That Amoant For Twen- 
ty-eisht Years of Service. 


Perhaps Oiue of the smallest checks 
ever issued by the United States govern- 
ment and one of the smallest fees ever 
received by any attorney was received 
by Daniel J. O'Brien of Albany, who 
received a check from the United States 
navy office, drawn on the 
assistant 
United States treasurer at New York, 
for the snm of 4 cents. 
This check has 
a story attached to it. 
During the war 
of the rebellion Mr. O'Brien was an 
officer on a cruiser of the northern navy, 
on which Richard W. Allen, also of Al- 
bany, was a landsman. 


At the close of the wax the govern- 
ment distributed among the seamen of 
the navy the prize money made by sell- 
ing vessels captured dm'ing the war. In 
the 
distribution 
Allen, 
who, 
with 
O'Brien, left the navy at the end of the 
war, was omitted. 
O'Brien, acting as 
Allen's attorney, sent in a claim for 
prize money to the navy department in 
1867, and since then, through the suc- 
ceeding 28 years, he pressed Allen's 
claim at intervals. 
To each demand 
sent in the navy department responded 
that the matter was under consideration. 


The other day the postmaster handed 
Mr. O'Brien a letter from the navy de- 
partment. 
Mr. O'Brien opened it, and 
there lay the check he had been expect- 
ing for 28 years. He glanced hastily at 
the figures on the precious slip of paper 
and thought they read "$400." 
He 
glanced at the letter accompanying it 
and read that the amount was "4 cents" 
for attorney's fees. Mr. O'Brien sought 
out his clicnt, Allen, and found him 
gazing at a check for 80 cents, his prize 
money, which he had received a- few 
days before and had framed and hung 
over his chimney.—Albany Atots.

LISTS' PLANS FOR THE NEXT NATION 


Cameron's 
Name 
to 
Bo Presented 
For 


President—If Their Bequests Are Ke- 


fused. They Will Try to Form a Fusion 


Party With the Democrats. 


Tho western silver Republicans havo 
outlined an interesting programmo to 
bo pursued in the next national conven- 
tion. 


A fe^v days since a western Republic- 
an of national prominence disclosed tho 
programmo of the silver men in all its 
details, and it is so audacious as to star- 
tle tlie political managers. The plan, he 
says, wu-s aijreed upon at a conference 
of western senators last month. 
Tho 
senators and other western Republican 
leaders who participated in the compact 
represent ten western silver states and 
profess to be able to control the delega- 
tions to the next national Republican 
convention from those states. 


These states are Montana, Idaho, Wy- 
oming, Washington, Oregon, Colorado, 
Nevada, Utah, California and South 
Dakota. 
These ten states are claimed 
solidly for the agreement, and North 
Dakota and Nebraska may yet join in 
the movement. 
It is the purpose of the 
western silver Republicans to meet and 
choose delegates to the national Repub- 
lican convention in the regular form, 
and when the convention meets to pre- 
sent the name of Senator Cameron of 
Pennsylvania for president. 


If Cameron is not acceptable to the Re- 
publicans, the convention ^vill be asked 
to agree upon some other representative 
free silver Republican. 
If it refuses to 
act upon tlfe suggestion, the delegates 
from these ten western states say they 
will march out of the convention in a 
body, carrying with them as many free 
silver delegates from other Republican 
states as they can command. They will 
wait upon the Democratic national con- 
vention, not as delegates, but as a com- 
mission knocking at the doors and ask- 
ing for the nomination of a representa- 
tive free silver Democrat—Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama preferred. 


If the 'Democratic convention fails to 
act upon the demand, the silver" men 
will abandon both old parties. It is not 
the intention of the managers of this 
independent political movement to nom- 
inate a standard bearer for 1896 on an 
independent silver platform, but their 
efforts will be directed toward choosing 
electors pledged to theelection of a free 
silver president, regardless of personal 
preference. 


The silver men say they will, seek to 
hold the balance of power in the next 
electoral college and compel one of the 
old parties to bring forward a free silver 
man in order to secure thé election. 


The movement outlined is pt present 
confined to the Republican party. Dem- 
ocrats here express the fear that a sim- 
ilar insurrection may breakout in their 
ranks, led by southern Deiirocrats, allied 
in sentiment with the westèrn Repub- 
licans on the money question. 
This is 
considered as veiy likely to 
happen 
should the Democrats call their national 
convention before the Republicans hold 
theirs, and for that reason there was 
much talk today of postponing the Dem- 
ocratic convention until very late in or- 
der to give the silver men an opportu- 
nity to work in the national Republican 
convention first.—Netw Orléans Times- 
Democrat.

During a thunderstorm recently light- 
ning struck the residence of Fred C. 
Anderson of Butte, Mon., and a ball of 
fire entered the roof and passed back 
and forth through every room of the 
house, going through partitions like a 
ball of iron, and for fully two minutes 
it gyrated about the house, making 11 
large holes in walls and ceilings, melt- 
ing picture wires and other metal in the 
rooms.

A G R E A T 
P R O J E C T . 


To Harness the Potomac Kiver In the^In- 
terests of Washington. 


For many years there has been talk of 
utilizing the great water power at tho 
Great falls of the Potomac. 
Recently 
private owners of land jmd water rights 
there have taken steps looking to a de- 
velopment of the vast power nature has 
provided, and at the same time officials 
of the government havo been investi- 
gating the subject with a view to hav- 
ing the govenimenfc undertake the work, 
the power developed to be utilized in 
electrically lighting Washington and for 
other municipal purposes. 


A plan has been made, however, for 
making use of the Little falls in the 
same way, and the persons interested 
have advanced their project so far that 
it may be that the Little falls will be 
the fii-st to be developed.

Eiiginepr Russell, in rhare:o of the 
coTi.cfrn^t ion of th»» J.ower Or;iy dam, a 
part of (lieMonnt Teearte water sy.stem, 
has a force at work on wliat will be the 
largest blast ever shot iu southern Cali- 
fornia. Half a million tous of rock will 
bo torn from the face of the hill below 
tho dam and deposiited iu the creek bed. 
Tho rocky cliif where the explosion is 
to take place is 100 feet in height and 
will bo entirely removed. 


Back from the cliff about 100 feet a 
shaft is being sunk 80 feet iu depth. In 
this two drills will be run 80 feet in 
length, at the GO foot level and at tho 
bottom, making a 20 foot tunnel in the 
side of the hill. 
In tho ends of these 
drifts and in the shaft will be placed 
five tons of giant powder and a large 
quantity of Judson powder, tho whole 
thing to be exploded at once by elec- 
tricity. 
The workmen havo reached 50 
feet and are now drifting. It is expect- 
ed that the big blast will be ready to be 
exploded Aug. 15. Enough rock will be 
made available to complete the dam.— 
San Francisco Chronicle.

General Fitz-EugU Lee Thinks Pickett's 
Charge Will Never Be Duplicated. 


After a critical examination of the 
iniprovemeuts made iu v.'ar since his 
practical experience of it GiBueral Fitz- 
Hugh Lee cciicludes that such a charge 
as that of Pickett and his men at Gettys- 
burg would now 1)6 impossible. 


During the civil wai- CO rounds of am- 
munitiou were the full allowance for a 
day's fighting, while now an infantry- 
man intrenched can fire 60 roimds in 
three minutes at aciiarging enemy. The 
modern magazine rifle, if used in con- 
nection with rapid firing cannon, Gen- 
eral Lee tliinks, would have destroyed 
every one of Pickett's men long before 
they reached the heights. 


The penetration of the regulation 
Krag-Jorgeusen rifle is six times that of 
the Springfield or Winchester, and it 
will discharge 40 shots iu 68 seconds 
with a range of 3,000 yitrds. 


Such has been the improvement in 
field guBs that General Lee believes the 
present improved breechloading gun can 
be captm-ed by iufiintry only by strategy 
or after its ammunition has been ex- 
hausted. 
When such pieces are re-en«- 
forced by Maxim and Gatling guns, fir- 
ing from 650 to 1,800 shots a minute, it 
becomes practically impossible to storm 
any well established position. 


General Lee's conclusions seem well 
founded, and if they are the magnificent 
charge of Pickett's men was the last ef- 
fort of chivalry in warfare in North 
America. 
When such chivalry gives 
place to science; when it is no longer a 
question of picturesque displays of per- 
sonal corn-age; when all the heroic in- 
dividualism of the old barbaric methods 
of making war disappears and nothinj 
is left cxcept the scientific extermination 
of the enemy, war v;ill cease to be a glo- 
riou.s business in the minds of the young, 
and it may no longer be true that every 
generation must have its wai-.—New 
York World.
